The examiner cites MPEP 806.05(f) and states that the claimed layered 
composite material can be made by another and materially different process since it 
can be made by providing extruded material for the internediate layer and providing a 
decorative layer. However, dependent claim 7 seems to be directed to the examiner's 
different process. Also, the materials for the individual layers are adjusted to each 
other in such a manner that the claimed process for the preparation of the composite 
material achieves an optimum strength of connection between the layers.
